e NCC doing well but no substitute for parliament’ 


Arar says Jordan is 
ready for democracy 


.AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan and 
Jordanians are ready for a return 
to parliamentary life and dem- 
ocracy, and there are encouraging 
signs that this might not be far 
away. National Consultative Cou- 
ncil (NCC) Speaker Suleiman 
Arar has said. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Jordan Times, Mr. Arar said 
the NCC has been a successful 
experience, but that it is in no way 
■ regarded as a substitute for an ele- 
cted parliament. He pointed out 
that NCC members “have been 
.discussing issues put before them 
with much more freedom, and in 
much greater detail than in earlier 
Jordanian parliaments." 

Mr. Arar, who served twice as 
interior minister in Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran's two cabinets, said 
be does not feel that political gro- 
upings whhin the NCC.if they 
exist, are of a permanent nature. 


and that he does not view the cre- 
ation of political parties in Jordan 
as one of the council's functions. 
“Bui the NCC is a forum for free 
expression of members' opinions 
-- opinions which are put forth for 
debate and as such are open for 
various degrees of support from 
other members." 

On the political situation in the 
Middle East, the NCC speaker 
said Arab recognition of Israel will 
remain just a slogan until an hon- 
ourable and just peace is achieved. 
U.S. calls for Jordan and Arab 
“moderates” to “come out of rhe 
closet” and openly recognise Isr- 
ael before the Jewish state rec- 
ognises legitimate Palestinian 
rights are “naive", Mr. Arar said. 

“Israel as it now exists has a his- 
tory of persecution against the 
Palestinians and of aggression aga- 
inst the entire Arab Nation. It is

occupying the land of an entire 
Arab people. If it decides to sit 
down around the negotiating table 
within the context of existing Int- 
ernational and Arab peace pro- 
posals. arriving at a solution will 
naturally be discussed.'' he said. 
“But they (Israelis) want to take 
everything beforehand .... How do 
they want us to recognise them? 
Within what borders?"

Lebanese military team to 
negotiate Israel’s pullout 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon plans to negotiate 
Israel’s withdrawal from the country thr- 
ough an existing military liaison team rather 
than a new joint committee, U.S. Middle 
East envoy Morris Draper said Saturday. 


Mr. Draper i>aid reports Friday 
quoting a senior Israeli official as 
saying that Lebanon had agreed to 
form a new Israeli- Lebanese 
committee to discuss the pullout 
were a misinterpretation. 

The scope of the existing mil- 
itary liaison team would be exp- 
anded to take account of Israel's 
demand for a security arr- 
angement covering southern Leb- 
anon. he said. 

Speaking to reporters after his 
second meeting with Lebanese 
President Amin Gemayel since he 
returned to the Middle East on 
Wednesday in a new bid to secure 
the withdrawal of Israeli. Syrian 


and Palestinian forces from Leb- 
anon. Mr. Draper said there was 
no question of a new joint com- 
mittee being formed. 

Lebanon already hud a military 
liaison team and was waiting for 
Israel to form its own team for the 
negotiations, he said, hut gave no 
indication when the talks might 
Man. 

“This is a reasonable and useful 
arrangement and we hope it works 
out.” the American diplomat said. 

Mr. Draper, who discussed the 
framework of the withdrawal neg- 
otiations Friday with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and 
senior officials, was apparently 


referring to the teams of Israeli 
and Lebanese officers which dis- 
cussed details of the Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from Beirut this summer. 

Apart from those contacts, 
major issues of substance between 
the two countries have previously 
been discussed through U.S. int- 
ermediaries. 

The United States, which has 
thrown its weight behind Pre- 
sident Gemayel* s hid to restore 
government authority throughout 
Lebanon, is expected to he a full 
panne r in the negotiations. 

Diplomatic sources in Beirut 
said there was a possibility that 
civilians might be included in the 
Lebanese team, but Lebanese 
Prime Minister Shufiq Al-Wuz2un 
was quoted in the independent 
newspaper Ai-Liwu Saturday as 
saying the inclusion of Lebanese 
politicians was out of the question. 


The Lebanese government i. 
keen to keep as much distance as 
possible between itself and Israel 
for fear of undermining its tics 
with other Arab countries. 

Diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Draper, who served as right-hand' 
man to U.S. envoy Philip Habib 
during this summers negotiations 
on the pullout of Palestinian 
commandos from Beirut, w ould - 
go to Damascus. No date has been 
fixed. 

Syria has thousands of men in 
the north and east of Lebanon, 
and Palestinian fighters are still 
entrenched behind Syrian lines. 

Mr. Wazzan was quoted by 
Al-Liwa as saying Lebanon would 
insist on a complete and unc- 
onditional withdrawal of foreign 
forces, and would not enter into 
any negotiations on partial or pha- 
sed withdrawals. 


Hassan stresses need to develop energy 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
opened at Yarmouk University 
liaison Office here Saturday a 
five-week “Workshop Two on 
Technology and Process Design, 
Up-date Petrochemical Fertilizer 
and OO and Gas Processing.” 

In a speech to the 30 par- 
ticipants specialised in pet- 
rochemicals in a number of Arab 
i states. Prince Hassan outlined the 
importance of the workshop 
which, he said, constitutes an ini- 
tial step towards encouraging 
South-South cooperation in tec- 
hnology. 


In his speech. Prince Hassan 
stressed the importance of tra- 
ining local administrative staff 
capable of managing industrial 
projects, using advanced tec- 
hnology in a manner that would 
ensure success and an effective 
contribution towards com- 
prehensive development. 

Representative of the l/.N. 
Fund for the Development of Sci- 
ence and Technology Munirallah 
Wardi made a speech at the ope- 
ning session outlining the obj- 
ectives of the training course 
which include among other things 
developing the scientific and tec- 


hnological capabilities of Arab 
staff in petrochemicals. 

The Arab World is currently 
passing through a critical stage in 
its drive towards attaining social 
and economic development, and 
despite its huge financial res- 
ources. it still lacks scientific and 
technological skills necessary for 
such progress. Mr. Wardi said. 

Representative of the Eco- 
nomic Commission for Western 
Asia (ECWA) Dr. Mohammad 
Sa'id Ai Attar made a speech on 
the occasion outlining the basic 
objectives of the course which he 
said is necessary for acquainting 


technology 

participants with technological 
methods employed in pet- 
rochemical industries. 

The course, organised in coo- 
peration with ECWA and the 
Royal Scientific Society is art- 
ended by specialists from the U.S., 
Britain, Canada. Holland, France, 
Tunisia, Kuwait and Qatar who 
will deliver Jeclureson the subject. 

The opening session was att- 
ended by Minister of Industry and 
Trade Walid Asfour, Arab Potash 
Company Director-General Ali 
Khasawneh. Yarmouk and Mu'ta 
Universities presidents and sev- 
eral officials. 


Nyerere retains leadership 


DAR ES SALAAM (R) — Tan- 
zanian President Julius Nyerere 
was re-elected chairman of the rul- 
ing Revolutionary Parry Saturday, 
but Planning Minister Kighoma 
Malima lost his seat on the party's 
ruling council. 

Results announced at the end of 
a 10-day party congress showed 
that Mr. Nyerere, standing uno- 
pposed, was given an ove- 
rwhelming mandate to continue 
leading the party for the next five 
years. 


Results of the first-ever secret 
ballot showed that 1,726 del- 
egates voted “yes" for President 

Nyerere and nine voted “no”: 
Zanzibar leader Aboud Jumbe, 
unopposed for the post of party 
vice-chairman, received 1.715 
“yes” votes and 19 “no” votes. 

In polling for 1 30 seats on the 
party's national executive com- 
mittee, the Minister for Planning 
and Economic Affairs, Kighoma 
Malima, was defeated^ 


Gemayel to visit Morocco 


BEIRUT ( R) — Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel will visit 
Morocco on Monday for talks with 
King Hassan. who recently led an 
Arab team to Washington to put 
Middle East peace proposals to 
President Reagan. Prime Minister 
Shaftq Al- Wazzan said Saturday. 

In an interview with Lebanese 
television. Mr. Wazzan said the 
president would return to Beirut 
the same day. He said the Mor- 
occo visit was separate from an 


Arab lour which the president has 
said he will make at an unspecified 
dale. 

Political sources said the pre- 
sident. who returned eight days 
ago from a tour of the United Sla- 
tes. France and Italy, would dis- 
cuss the Middle East peace plan 
adopted at an Arab summit in Fez, 
Morocco last month. 

The plan calls for a Palestinian 
state, but was widely interpreted 
as also giving Israel a measure of 
recognition. 


SADR to stay voluntarily away from OAU summit 


NAIROBI (R) — The decision by 
the Polisario front’s Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR) to 
suspend its participation in the 
12th Organisation of African 
Unity (OAU) Summit is probably 
the key that will permit the sum- 
mit to take place, diplomatic sou- 
rces said Saturday. 

SADR's decision to suspend 
participation was awaited by many 
countries that stayed away when 
the summit was first convened in 
Tripoli Libya, in August, they 
said.. 

President Daniel arap Moi of 
Kenya, current chairman of the 
OAU, is now expected to send inv- 
itations for the reconvened sum- 
mit to be held in Tripoli, probably 
around Nov. 22, and to be pre- 
ceded a week earlier by a foreign 
ministers* meeting. 

The SADR decision was rep- 
orted Friday night by the Algerian 
News Agency APS. 


In August, (he summit was dea- 
dlocked for lack of a quorum when 
20 countries led by Morocco boy- 
cotted the meeting in protest at 
SADR's presence. 

The Algerian agency said 
SADR had voluntarily and tem- 
porarily decided to stay away from 
■ the reconvened summit. 

Diplomatic sources in Nairobi 
said a contact group of OAU 
members that had been trying to 
get the summit reconvened had 
been working for SADR's vol- 
untary absence. 

The OAU has been bogged 
down since SADR was admitted 
as the O ALr s 5151 member in 
February. Its military arm, the 
Polisario has been involved in a 
long war against Morocco for the 
creation of an independent Wes- 
tern Sahara state. 

The OAU has been split on the 
issue, with Algeria, which arms 
and supports the Polisario. cha- 


mpioning its cause against Mor- 
occo. 

However, some OAU members 
are believed 10 have, stayed away 
from the Tripoli summit because 
they oppose the idea of endorsing 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadhofi 
as next OAU chairman. Many 
moderate African states have acc- 
used the Libyan leader of med- 
dling. sometimes militarily, in 
their internal affairs. 

In the Moroccan capital, Rabat, 
the pro- government daily L'Opi- 
nion said Saturday the current cri- 
sis in the OAU could not be solved 
simply by the Saharan Arab Dem- 
ocratic Republic agreeing to stay 
away from OAU meetings. 

The paper, published by the 
party of Moroccan Foreign Min- 
ister M‘ homed Bouceila. said: 
“The basic problem is not whether 
the SADR can take a seat at the 
OAU or not but... whether the 
SADR is a state." 


Since the SADR was created by 
a unilateral proclamation. L'Opi- 
nion said, how could the Polisario 
“dare continue to invoke the right 
to self-determination and take 
upon itself the right to speak in the 
name of the Saharan pop- 
ulations ?” 

The solution to the O ALI crisis, 
the paper said, was to apply dec- 
isions of the 1 1th summit in Nai- 
robi calling for a ceasefire and a 
referendum in the Western Sah- 
ara. 

The pro-government daily Le 
Matin said there appeared to be " a 
return to reason” among African 
states that supported the SADR 
which “have realised that no 
summit can be held, that is the 
OAU will not exist, as long as the 
pseudo-SADR is not expelled 
from the pan-African body and 
legality is restored." 

Le Matin also called for a ref- 
erendum. as agreed at the Nairobi" 
summit. 


Portuguese 
army withdraws 
from politics 

LISBON (R) — Portugal's armed 
forces withdrew formally from 
politics Saturday but voiced grave 
doubts about the future of dem- 
ocracy in the country. 

A new constitution which came 
into force on Friday night abo- 
lished the council of the revolution 
through which military influence 
on decisions was exercised. 

The council was created eight 
years ago when a left-wing mil- 
itary coup overthrew right-wing 
dictator Marcelo Caeiano. 

Its last act was to warn Por- 
tuguese that they face the threat of 
a return to an authoritarian past 
and that doubts about dem- 
ocracy's future are well-founded. 

The council said Portuguese 
should ask themselves whether 
the revised constitution contains 
the seeds of a new' political aut- 
horitarianism. 

It criticised what it called att- 
empts to rebuild the old economic 
order— a clear reference to gov- 
ernment plans to let private ban- 
king resume and to privatise some 
nationalised sectors of the eco- 
nomy. 

If said former privileges were 
being restored and pointed out 
that domination by a handful of 
big business groups before 1974 
was one of the causes of the rev- 
olution. 

Any attempt to restore the old 
economic order would require 
authoritarian and anti-democratic 
political support and there were 
already signs of increasing use of 
repression, the council said. 

it said Portugal's economic 
problems seemed to be so deep 
that the country could soon face a 
social, political and economic cri- 
sis of unprecedented gravity. 

A defence law approved Friday 
night put the armed forces under 
direct government control, ending 
their position as a “state within the 
state.” 

From now on the military are 
barred from making political pro- 
nouncements and only service 
chiefs will be allowed to make 
public statements. 

The council was the only body 
still controlled by the young off- 
icers who staged the 1974 coup 
and it had retained its left-wing’ 
majority. 


Poland: Western support for Solidarity will prolong martial law 


WARSAW (R) — The Polish 
government warned western cou- 
ntries Saturday that any support 
they offered to Solidarity tuid- 
erground forces planning strikes 
and disturbances in the next two 
"months would only prolong mar- 

tj a ] Iqw, 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban took the unusual step of 
calling a small group of Western 
journalists to his office to issue a 
brief statement condemning Wes- 
tern countries which supported 
what he called “further des- 
tabilisation" in Poland. 

Mr. Urban also said the gov- 
ernment was considering further 
moves against the United States in 


response to latest American san- 
ctions against Poland. He did not 
say what these might be. 

But he conceded that any action 
would be limited. “We are not in a 
position to offer threats against 
the United States.” he said. 

Mr. Urban told reporters he 
wanted the Polish government’s 
message to be transmitted to the 
governments and people of the 
West. 

“From the information we have 
gathered it seems certain circles in 
the West are not hiding their des- 
ire to sharpen the situation in Pol- 
and, although this may even lead 
to bloodshed,” he said. 

The motive was apparently to 


prolong martial law in Poland, 
imposed last December, and to 
maintain the area as a "hotbed of 
tension,” Mr. Urban said. 

He added: “We emphasise that 
there is a connection between the 
possible will 10 lift martial law this 
year and peace in Poland.” 

Military ruler Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelskl said in a speech this 
week that a decision to suspend 
martial law would depend on the 
course of events in November and 
the first half of December, when 
protests have been called against 
the banning of Solidarity. 

He said the authorities were 
taking “persuasive measures" to 
stop people responding to an app- 


eal for an eight-hour strike on 
Nov. 1 0. the second anniversary of 
the independent union's legal reg- 
istration. 

Political activists and military 
commissars were being sent to fac- 
tories and other work places to 
dissuade people from striking, Mr. 
Urban said. 

He said Solidarity's und- 
erground organisation was wea- 
kening, partly because of arrests 
and partly because people were 
giving themselves up. 

But the size of the organisation 
was not important, Mr- Urban 
said, “you don't need a very large, 
expanded structure to publish lea- 


flets calling for a strike. In theory 
it could just be one person." he 
said. 

The crucial fact was that the inf- 
ormation was being pumped back 
into Poland by Western radio sta- 
tions. which together broadcast a 
total' of 36 hours of Polish- 
ianguage programmes daily. 

“The organisation of such 
things as disturbances and strikes 
would be simply technically imp- 
ossible without the activity of bro- 
adcasting stations controlled by 
the U.S.,” he added.

Nigerian riots spread to 
Kaduna killing 18 people 


LAGOS ( R ) — Rioting Maned by 
Muslim fanatics in Nigeria's 
north-eaMcm town of Maiduguri 
on Tuesday, during which, hos- 
pital sources said. 350 people 
died, has spread to the northern 
city of Kaduna. the News Agency 
of Nigeria (NAN) reported Sat- 
urday. 

It quoted the Kaduna com- 
missioner of police as saying 16 
civilians, and two policemen were 
killed in a riot started by ext- 
remists Friday. The city is about 
640 kilometres from Maiduguri. 
The agency, which did not say 
what Marled the trouble, said pol- 
ice reinforcements were being 
sent to Kaduna. 

Radio Nigeria, broadcasting 
from Kaduna, said vigilante gro- 
ups set up 10 round up extremists 
and help recover bodies, had now 
been disbanded on police order- 

Maiduguri was now calm utter 
police drafted in from four nor- 
thern states restored order Friday. 
NAN said. But 100 policemen 
were still missing of the 110 first 
sent to quell the riots. 

The government here has con- 
firmed that 15 policemen were kil- 
led in Maiduguri, 1.200 kil- 
ometres from Lagos, and said civ- 
ilian casualties were still being 
counted. 

The violence on Tuesday sta- 
rted when police tried to arrest 1 6 
followers of the late Alhaji Moh- 
ammadu Marwa for preaching 
that he was the prophet of Islam. 


NeilherofSalurday's reports on 
the Kaduna violence identified the 
extremists responsible, but it app- 
eared they too were followers of 
Alhaji Marwa. 

Alhaji Marwa was killed nearly 
two years ago in rhe northern city 
of Kano during major riots which 
his preaching was held to have 
caused. 

Several hundred people were 
reported killed in those riots 
which lasted 1 i days late in 1980, 
before the army and air force were 
sent in to restore order. 

NAN also reported from Kad- 
una that three bodies had been 
found on a street there and local 
people were blaming the deaths 
on religious Hotels, but there was 
no confirmation. The report ref- 
lected fears that Alhaji Marwa’ s 
followers could become violent 
elsewhere in i!i. pit !>>minantly 
Muslim north in sympathy with 
those in Maiduguri. 

Meanwhile. NAN also reported 
that a group of Muslim students 
went on the rampage in Kano Sat- 
urday. setting fire to churches fol- 
lowing disagreement over the sit- 
ing of a church near a mosque. The 
agency said no deaths had been 
reported there and it did not link 
the trouble with Maiduguri or 
Kaduna. 

Government officials in Lagos 
said more than 300 extremists 
were arrested during the rioting in 
Maiduguri which lasted until Fri- 
day morning. 


Dutch Democrat leader to 
form coalition government 


THE HAGUE |R) — Queen Bea- 
trix Saturday appointed Ruud 
Lubbers, head of the Dutch Chr- 
istian Democratic Party (CDA), 
to form a pentre- right coalition 
government. 

The swearing-in of a new gov- 
ernment in the next few days bec- 
ame virtually certain after the 
CDA and Liberals agreed earlier 
on the division of ministerial posts 
in a new cabinet, political sources 
said. 

The parties, which won an ove- 
rall majority in September's ele- 
ctions. agreed earlier in the week 
on a policy programme. 

Mr. Lubbers' official title is 
formateur but there is little doubt 
that the 43-year-old former bus- 
inessman will be appointed next 
prime minister of the Netherlands. 

The formateur arranges final 
organisational touches to the set- 
ting up of a government, con- 
finning all ministers and junior 
ministers are ready to serve and " 
planning the implementation of 
policy. • 

Some minor details remain to 
be resolved and there could be 1 last 
minute changes to the planned 
composition of the government*. ■ 
the sources said. 

The parties agreed that the 
CDA will be in charge of eight 
ministries while the Liberals will 
control six. There will be eight 
state secretaries chosen from each 


party. 

No lists of prospective min- 
isters' name were available. 

The agreement on the 14- 
strong cabinet was reached early 
Saturday morning after five hours 
of talks between Mr. Lubbers and 
Liberal leader Ed Nijpels. 

It was agreed to scrap the health 
and environment ministry and 
share its tasks among the rem- 
aining ministries, official mediator 
Willem Scholten told a press con- 
ference. 

The CDA agreed to take charge 
of the finance and defence min- 
istries. 

On Tuesday the two parties 
agreed on a policy programme 
involving tough spending cuts 
over the next four years. 

The programme also indicated 
willingness to allow the siting of 
NATO^eruiK missiles on Dutch 
EaSr-tyest arms talks in

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Prospects are brighter for a return to parliamentary life Jief

AMMAN — Encouraging ind- 
ications. hope and optimism of a 
return to parliamentary life som- 
etime in the future seem stronger 
and brighter than they have ever 
been since parliament was sus- 
pended shortly after the 1967 Isr- 
aeli occupation of (be West Bank. 

Cautious optimism of the pos- 
sibility’ of a return soon to par- 
liamentary life in Jordan was voi- 
ced by National Consultative 
Council (NCC) Speaker Suleiman 
Arar this week. He told the Jordan 
Times that there were "enc- 
ouraging indications that there 
might be a return to parliamentary 
life because circumstances have 
changed in view of the int- 
emauonaj efforts regarding the 
Middle East situation and the rap- 
roachement between Jordan and 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO)." He said he was 
"very optimistic” that these ind- 
ications could create circumstance 
conducive to the reinstatement of 
parliament, but poimed out that 
the present NCC might not be the 
last because its term will extend 
for another year and a half, whe- 
reas the existing Middle East 
peace initiatives project longer 
periods of time for the ach- 
ievement of their desired out- 
comes. 

Explaining the circumstances 
which lead to the suspension of 
Jordanian parliament in 1974 and 
the formation four years later of 
the NCC. Mr. Arar emphasised 
that neither His Majesty King 
Hussein nor the Jordanian gov- 
ernment nor NCC members the- 
mselves regard the NCC as" a sub- 
stitute for parliament." Ever since 
the Hashemite Kingdom of Jor- 
dan was established, parliament 
existed in accordance with the 
constitution and parliamentary 
elections took place regularly. 

When the West Bank fell under 
Israeli occupation, it became imp- 
ossible to hold parliamentary ele- 
ctions that would also include the 
West Bank. For fear of creating a 
“constitutional vacuum" in the 
West Bank that would be exp- 
loited by Israel to impose its own 
laws, on the West Bank instead of 
Jordanian laws, the government 
extended the last parliament’s 
term of office several times. 

Difficult years 

“But with passage of time, it 
was no longer feasible for the Jor- 
danian government to continue to 
extend parliament’s term f office 
indefinitely, even with the help of 
slight constitutional amendments 
to fill vacancies caused by the 
death of some members or the 
absence of West Bank members.” 
Mr. Arar said. 

"On the other hand, it would 
not have been possible to hold par- 
liamentary elections in the East 
Bank alone because the con- 
stitution requires that such ele- 
ctions should take place in the 
West Bank govemorates of Heb- 
ron, Nablus and Jerusalem as well 


as in the East Bank govemorates 
of Amman, Salt, Irbid, Karak and 
Ma' an. Holding elections in these 
five East Bank govemorates to the 
exclusion of the West Bank would 
have entailed a constitutional 
amendment which would have 
been only too eagerly seized upon 
by the Israelis as an opportunity to 
claim that Jordan was disavowing 
its constitutional and legal res- 
ponsibility for the West Bank and 
that this vacuum necessitated the 
implementation of Israeli law in 
the occupied territories. This 
would have cause grave damage to 
the Arab cause.” Mr. Arar added. 
He said that the only way out of 
the dilemma for the Jordanian 
government was to dissolve par- 
liament, namely the House of 
Representatives. The Senate 
(Upper House of Parliament), 
whose members are appointed, 
was not dissolved as an indication 
of the government's desire to und- 
erscore its commitment to the 
constitution. But the Senate only 
has constitutional powers in con- 
junction with the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and hence has been 
incapcitated. Since it is a purely 
constitutional body, it would have 
been impossible for the gov- 
ernment to widen its purview and 
add to its authority to fill the gap 
caused by the suspension of par- 
liament without a major con- 
stitutional amendment. 

"So the country remained for 
several years without a parliament 
and without any other effective 
body that would share the gov- 
ernment's task of issuing tem- 
porary laws,” the NCC speaker 
said. “As this situation persisted, 
the government began to feel the 
need for a body that would share 
the responsibility of discussing 
and participating in the for- 
mulation of such temporary laws, 
so a temporary law calling for the 
formation of a consultative body 
to share such a responsibility was 
issued in 1978.” Since then, two 
NCCs comprising 60 appointed 
members considered to represent 
all sectors of society have com- 
pleted their terms, and a third, the 
current 75-member NCC is in its 
sixth month. 

Extension of previous NCCs 

Mr. Arar, who served as a 
member during the NCCs two 
previous cycles, feels that the pre- 
sent cycle Ls an extension of its 
predecessors. The NCC. he feels; 
has been a successful experience, 
mainly due to government sup- 
port. He pointed out that the cab- 
inet has attended ail NCC sessions 
and that NCC discussions have 
dealt with both political and legal 
issues. 

But he is quick to reiterate that 
the NCC is in no way to be reg- 
arded as a substitute for par- 
liament. Besides the fact that its 
members are appointed not ele- 
cted. there are three areas of aut- 
hority enjoyed by parliament 
which the NCC in its capacity as a 
mere consultative body cannot 
practise, Mr. Arar explained. Par- 
liament. as a constitutional body, 
is empowered to bring down the 


government if it takes a vote of 
no-confidence. Its decisions are 
binding on the government, whe- 
reas NCC decisions are not. Mr. 
Arar pointed out. however, that 
no NCC decision was ever ignored 
by any of the four governments 
which have been in office since the 
NCCs formation. Parliament is 
the only body entitled to issue 
permanent laws. Since its sus- 
pension, the government has been 
issuing temporary laws, and since 
its establishment in 1978, the 
NCC has been consulted on every 
temporary law that has been ado- 
pted. 

NCC members are nominated 
for appointment by the gov- 
ernment and the King issues a dec- 
ree formally appointing them. 
They are chosen to represent all 
sectors of the population in Jordan 
and include presidents of some 
professional associations, bus- 
inessmen. intellectuals and tribal 
representatives. Besides sectoral 
representation, competence and 
professional expertise are other 
criteria for appointment since 
members are expected to offer 
advice and opinions when the 
NCC is consulted on financial, 
legal, educational, political and 
other aspects. 

No special arrangements for 
choosing members to represent 
citizens of Palestinian origin hol- 
ding Jordanian passports and res- 
iding in the West n ink are made* 
because all holder of Jordanian 
nationality, whe'her originally 
from the East r 'ank or the West 
Bank, are coi idered Jordanian 
citizens on an equal footing with 
one another. But Mr. Arar poi- 
nted out that there are certain 
areas like Amman and Zarqa 
where large numbers of citizens of 
Palestinian origin are con- 
centrated and that about one- 
third of NCC members belonging 
to these areas. But he stressed that 
this ratio is completely incidental, 
and in no way stems from a del- 
iberate government policy. 

Effective representatives 

Mr. Arar does not feel that 
NCC members are less effective in 
bringing the problems of those 
they represent to the attention of 
the NCC for public discussion or 
that they are less committed to the 
interests of those they represent 
simply because they are appointed 
rather than elected. Members, he 
feels, are as accessible to the pub- 
lic at large as elected rep- 
resentatives are.- The public can 
contact NCC members through 
petitions, visits and any other soc- 
ial means over any issue that needs 
to be tackled by the NCC. Mem- 
bers can then bring these matters 
before the NCC either by dem- 
anding a debate, or a government 
explanation, or through making a 
suggestion. These three options 
are open to members and are car- 
ried out according to a procedure 
specified by the NCC s by-laws. 

Mr. Arar feels that appointment 
of NCC members may be more of 
an advantage than election on two 
counts: “first, members are not 
restricted by considerations rel- 


ating to the often narrow interests 
of constitutions and con- 
stituencies” and are hence freerer 
to adopt a broader perspective 
when debating legal and political 
issues. “Secondly, appointment 
ensures that competent members 
are chosen, whereas elections may 
not always result in the best rep- 
resentatives being chosen, one of 
the reasons being that pro- 
fessionals, academicians and int- 
ellectuals might not deign to inv- 
olve themselves in campaigning to 
get elected, whereas they would 
welcome being appointed by the 
government as a more dignified 
method.*’ 

Mr, Arar pointed out that NCC 
members have been discussing 
issues put before them with much 
.more freedom and in much gre- 
ater detail than in earlier Jor- 
danian parliaments. Several 
weeks ago during a debate on the 
functions of the NCC General 
Mobilisation Committee (pre- 
viously the Follow-Up Com- 
mittee, formed while the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon was in pro- 
gress), the NCCs political role 
was discussed and emphasised. 
Mr. Arar expressed the opinion 
that the recent discussion and 
emphasis of the NCCs role in dis- 
cussing political issues did not 
mean that the NCC was assuming 
an added role it had not played 
before. Political issues were alw- 
ays discussed at the NCC very ser- 
iously, he said. The Syrian military 
build-upon the northern border in 
1 980 was discussed at the NCC as 
was the Iraqi-Iranian war, he said. 
Last week, the prime minister held 
a closed meeting lasting several 
hours with the NCCs Foreign 
Affairs Committee and briefed its 
members on the results of the 
Jordanian -Palestinian talks hea- 
ded by the King and PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, Mr. Arar 
said. 

However, it is not up to the 
NCC as a whole to initiate large 
public meetings and rallies outside 
the NCC to discuss political issues 
such as the proposed Jordan ian- 
Palestinian federation, he said. 
“Such activities would fall outside 
the legal purview of the NCC. But 
NCC members on an individual 
level can meet with the public as 
they please to discuss whatever 
issues they please." 

No permanent groupings 

Although it has become som- 
ething of a custom for some NCC 
members to speak on behalf of 
several other members as well as 
on their own behalfs and to coo- 
rdinate their votes on legal issues 
being debated. Mr. Arar does not 
feel that this phenomenon ind- 
icates that actual political gro- 
upings do exist within the NCC. 
He says members lobby con- 
cerning certain issues and often 
form groups to deal with these 
specific issues. But he says these 
grouping are not of a permanent 
and continuous nature, often cha- 
nging according to the issue in 
hand.

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IT IS NOT because Jordan and Jordanians 
are not ready for democracy that the country 
does not have an elected parliament. National 
Consultative Council Speaker Suleiman Arar 
says in an interview in today's Jordan Times. 
“But it is because of the Israeli occupation of 
the West Bank that we cannot hold electrons 
and run our own affairs like we always did." 

In the wide-range interview, Mr. Arar goes 
on to explain why Jordan has to take into 
account anything and everything that might 
prejudice the rights of the Palestinian people 
under occupation when making even tiro sli- 
ghtest of amendments to the Jordanian con- 
stitution. 

So the story goes. Even when it is under 
hostile .foreign occupation, the West Bank is 
still so dose to Jordan, their future tied tog- 
ether and will be more so when the occupation 
is ended and Palestinians regain the right and 
the power to run their own affairs and det- 


ermine their own future. 

Jordan meanwhile remains true to its 
commitment that Palestinians and Jor- 
danians are people who have one destiny and 
common aspirations. The country is in no 
mood to bargain over Palestinian rights to 
self-determination and national sovereignty, 
even if that meant difficulties and hardship 
for Jordan, which is in effect what the NCC 
president is telling us. 

It is not therefore the question of whether 
Jordan, the West Bank and Gaza will have a 
federation that is blocking tiro path of peace in 
the area. Nor is it true that Jordanians and 
Palestinians and consequently Arabs do not 
yearn for peace if only for their own good and 
progress. 

The whole world, especially those who are 
asking the Arabs to extend immediate and 
unconditional recognition to Israel, should 
understand these facts before lecturing us on 
Israeli innocence. 


JORDAN'S ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Act to liberate land before it is too late 


Israel's settlement policy in the occupied Arab 
territories has entered a new phase with the imp- 
lanting of Jews in Arab Hebron on the West Bank. 
The new phase is aimed at penetrating Arab pop- 
ulation centres by employing Jewish terrorists, 
armed to the teeth, who will act towards evicting 
the legitimate Arab owners from their land. This is 
a very grave development which will create ele- 
ments of armed confrontation between the land 
owners and the intruders. 

Any change in the demographic structure of the 
occupied territories has no doubt been Israel's 
basic objective which it seeks to achieve by all 
means. Settlement of Jews among Arabs is a pol- 
icy designed to support any future Israeli claims 
that the Jews form a majority even in Arab areas, 
and so find a pretext for annexing the West Bank. 


This is another proof that swallowing Arab land 
has always been Israel's aim and the main axis of 
its aggressive policies. Israel is now racing against 
time To achieve its goals before it is overtaken and 
foiled in its act by a peace initiative leading to a 
settlement of the Middle East question. 

Needless to say that Jordanian-Palestinian coh- 
esion constitutes a major threat to Israel's diabolic 
plans, and therefore, it has recently resorted to a 
vicious mass media campaign against the recent 
Jordanian-Palestinian talks aimed at str- 
engthening that cohesion. 

It should be clear to everyone that Israel's race 
against time to swallow up Arab land is in reality a 
race against a Jordanian-Palestinian formula. We 
must take into account this fact and give priority.to 
the rescuing of land and so abort Israel attempts 
and evil aims. 


Al Dustour: What is U.S. reply Israel's message? 


Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin has rei- 
terated before a meeting of his Likud bloc that 
Israel's occupation of the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip is final, and that his government will never 
allow these areas to fall under any "strange 
power." 

Begin believes that the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip are liberated Israeli ‘territory and any att- 
empt to take it away is aimed at partitioning Israel 
and endangering its sovereignty and territorial 
integrity. His talk about never abandoning these 
Arab lands is not novel to the Arabs who know 
only too well what Begin says and means. He is 
very active now trying to evict Arab people from 
their lands, planting settlements in their territory 
and paving the way for annexing the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. 

What Begin and his Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon arc saying now' is meant for the American 
administration. It is to tell the Americans that any 
effort towards achieving a settlement in the area is 
doomed to failure unless it falls in line with Israel’s 


plans. This means that any settlement based on 
Israel’s withdrawal from Arab land and the rep- 
atriation of the Palestinians or granting them 
rights is not acceptable to Israel. 

Begin's statement to the Likud bloc constitutes 
a reply to President Reagan's initiative How- 
ever. we must remember what U.S. SLate Sec- 
retary George Shultz had said about that ini- 
tiative. He said that Mr. Reagan is determined to 
implement his initiative and once his mind is set on 
that matter ...no-one can change it... 

The question to he asked now is: What is the 
American reply to Begin's statements and pra- 
ctices. They are not mere statements, in fact, but 
coordinated and well-planned steps towards ach- 
ieving Israel's goals. They are also designed to 
abort President Reagan's initiative. 

It remains to be seen whether the American 
administration will support its words with deeds or 
whether it will remain impotent and continue to 
lose credibility in our region and elsewhere in the 
world. 




‘Threats will not work 
Israelis tell U.S. administration 


The following article first appeared 
in the Jerusalem Post.

PRESIDENT REAGAN'S peace 
initiative. Israel's refusal to bend 
its policies and the programme in 
.west Beirut have given rise to 
renewed talk of U.S. pressure on 
Israel to bring it back to the path 
of "realistic" foreign policies. 

Most of the observers who raise 
this possibility base themselves on 
a very common image of Israel, 
that of a military power and an 
economic cripple. Indeed, this 
nebechdike Shims hon image of a 
feeble Samson, to quote Levi 
Eshkoi. has more than one pol- 
itician in the world thinking that 

only pressure from the U.S. could 
bring Israel back to its senses. 

What kind of pressures could 
the Reagan administration use 
should it decide to twist Israel's 
arm? If we limit ourselves to pos- 
sible economic pressures, it would 
appear that in the short term. i.e. 
some months during which the 
Reagan initiative and the Arab 
resolutions of the Fez summit 
could be pushed forward, pot- 
ential American leverage is rather 
limited. 

It could be argued that Israel's 
large external debt is the one point 
of vulnerability to external pre- 
sures. This debt amounted, at the 
end of last March, to some SI $.4 
billion, one of the world's largest 
debts on a per capita basis. 

Israel's vulnerability, however, 
is not indicated by the absolute 
size of its foreign obligations, but 
rather by the structure of this debt. 
What pan is due to be paid this 
year? What pan of the foreign 
debt is long-term, and what pan 
short-term? To whom are we in 
debt and how large are the obl- 
igations of the public sector? 
These are the relevant questions. 

A recent payments crisis has 
caused countries such as Mexico. 
Poland. Bolivia and others to “go 
■bankrupt." It was caused mainly 
by the size of their short-term 
debt, representing some 50 per 
cent of their total liabilities. Most 
of these countries' creditors are 
international commercial banks, 
and their capabilities of repaying 
their debts were severely harmed 
. by the drop in prices of the agr- 
icultural and mineral goo-' they 
export. 

A look at statistics will show 
how far Israel is from this position. 
Only 1 3 percent of its debt, some 
S2.4 billion in short-term. Three 
quarters of Israers foreign obl- 
igations are long-term, and their 
repayment will be spread over a 
considerable number of years. 
The remaining liabilities, some 13 
per cent, are middle-term credits. 

Limited live rage 

Thus the leverage oft he Reagan 
administration is rather limited. 
Of the total $2.4 billion short- 
term obligations, only S2 7 million, 
about I per cent of the total, are 
owed by Israel's public sector, i.e. 
by the government. 

The bulk of the short-term debt 
consists of suppliers' credits to Isr- 
aeli importers, including oil imp- 


orters. This means that the size of 
this debt is directly linked to the 
amount of the country's imports, 
and private foreign exporters, 
eager to expand sales, and not lik- 
ely to respond to U.S. efforts to 
control their transactions with Isr- 
ael. 

As for Israel's obligations to 
international commercial banks, 
the statistics show a rather sur- 
prising fact. If we consider the ass- 
ets that the public and private sec- 
tors hold in these banks, some $9 
billion and we match them with 
the corresponding liabilities fig- 
ure. some S6 billion then Israel is 
left in a creditor position in rel- 
ation to those foreign banks. 

To convey the significance of 
these fugures. one could say that 
the ratio of Israel's assets to its 
liabilities, vis-a-vis foreign com- 
mercial banks, is close to that of 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 

During the years of the state's 
existence. Israel's governments 
have used grams and long-term 
credits from the U.S. and*" world 
Jewry to finance the import of 
arms and other goods. This is one 
of I he reasons why on a short-term 

basis the country's debt is rel- 
atively minor and it can claim a net 
creditor position in relation to for- 
eign commercial banks. 

At the end of March 1982. the 
Israeli government owed SS.7 bil- 
lion to foreign governments and 
international public institutions: 
S3 billion to world Jewry and only 
$229 million some 1 .? per cent of 
its total obligations, to foreign 
commercial banks, most of this 
debt being middle-and long-term. 

On the other hand. Israel's pub- 
lic sector has. over the past five 
years, increased the amount of 
foreign currency reserves in its 
hands. These reserves are mostly 
invested in foreign assets and in 
foreign banks. 

Net creditors 

In 1977. the foreign currency 
reserves held by the Bank of Israel 
reached S I .6 billion. By the end of 
W8 1 . these reserves totalled some 
S3.5 billion. What happened was 
that over the years Israel used 
some grants and long-term credits 
not only to pay for imports, but 
also to accumulate reserves and to 
invest them in foreign assets at a 
rate of interest higher than the one 
it had to pay to long-term cre- 
ditors. 

Israeli commerical banks, for 
their part, hold some S3 billion in 
foreign banks and have liabilities 
owed to these banks of about $4 
billion so they. too. are net cre- 
ditors vis-a-vis the international 
commercial banking system. 

It is more than likely that the 
Ll.S. would find it most difficult to 
convince an over-sensitive int- 
ernational banking system to 
begin a punishment campaign aga- 
inst Israeli commercial banks. The 
latter are in a sound financial pos- 
ition. while the former is going 
through one of its most serious cri- 
ses in years. 

Nor could the amount of dollars 
Israel must repay for deht ser- 
vicing in future months be a means 
for American leverage. During 
1982, Israel will have to pay back 


some 59 billion to foreign cre- 
ditors, but this figure must be bro- 
ken down into its elements in 
order to give proper weight to its 
importance. 

Of the $4.y billion figure, some 
S3.9 billion represents repayment 
of principal but this figure includes 
S2.4 billion of short-term obl- 
igations. This, as already noted, 
cannot be a .source of worry for 
our decision-makers. 

True. Israel this year will haye 
to pay S I billion in interest on its 
liabilities, but it has to be rem- 
embered that Israel will also be 
earning interest from foreign cur- 
rency assets it holds. 

Some history could be useful at 

this point. During 1981. the rates 
of interest for U.S. dollar assets 
went up sharply as a result of 
American monetary policies. Isr- 
ael was able to take advantage of 
these rising rates since most of its 
assets were placed on a short-term 
basis. 

Israel's debt, on the other hand, 
is based on the long-term credits it 
has received over the years. When 
these credits were granted, the 
prevailing rates of interest were 
lower than those of today, and in 
some cases even lower than the 
present rate of inflation in the U.S. 

Israel's rising interest earnings 
on foreign assets are reflected in 
the statistics published by the 
Bank of Israel on net payments for 
capital services. 

These include sums paid to for- 
eigners as interest and the transfer 
overseas of profits made here by 
foreign enterprises. As a result of 
the higher interest rates which 
Israel-owned assets were earning 
relative to the interest paid on the 
country's debt, the the net figufc 
for capital services payments in 
l y 81 was SUM million smaller 
than that of 1980. 

Of the $4.9 billion, which Israel 
will have to pay during the present 
year, only $ 1 .4 billion was the res- 
ult of middle-term credits, which 
the country received some years 
ago. 

This is a sum, which as noted. 
Israel can handle. Even in the 
worst case, Israel would have alm- 
ost no difficulties in renegotiating 
this debt, since only S30O million 
of the $1.4 billion accounts for 
payments to be made to foreign 
governments and international 
institutions, and SI billion is due 
to credits received through the 
Israeli banking system, directly or 
through its intermediation, and 
from the Jewish people. 

Block U.S. aid 

Another theoretical threat to 
Israel, one that frequently appears 
in hypothetical scenarios of 
American-Israeli confrontation, is 
that the administration might in 
some way block the U.S. gov- 
ernment aid annually given to Isr- 
ael. To evaluate this threat, one 
must consider certain facts and 
figures. 

Recent developments syggesis 
that in 1982 Israel's imports of 
arms and equipment will amount 
to about $2.2. billion, a sum rou- 
ghly equal to the amount of U.S. 
aid it receives in grants and long- 
term credits. Israel also imports 
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goods and materials for Jocal mil- 
itary production and activities tot- 
alling some $700 million. 

These two figures together, are 
more or less similar to the amount 
of aid Israel is requesting from the 
U.S. for 1983. 

The most likely way U.S. aid 
could be used as an instrument of 
pressure would be for the Ame- 
rican administration to prevent an 
aid increase, rather than cutting 
the present amount, a move that is 
being bandied about in the U.S. 
Congress and in the media. This is 
so since the annual aid figure is 
determined by long-run 1 to break. 
And such a step would mean an 
almost head-on dash with Israel, 
which goes against the interests of 
any American administration. 

So let us assume that on the pre- 
text of a general need to limit the 
federal budget, the U.S. gov- 
ernment decides to keep aid to 
Israel at its present level. 

This does not mean that Israel 
will remain defenceless. One step 
the Israeli dec is ion -makers could 
take would be a reduction in mil- 
itary imports. 

In fact, there are senior eco- 
nomic officials in Jerusalem who 
would welcome this and have for 
years insisted on the need to red- 
uce the rate of increase in military 
spending. Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon himslef has said more than 
once that he prefers a smaller, 
more efficient army and that Israel 
cannot afford to be trapped in a 
quantitative arms race with the 
Arab states. 


Thus The pass&itiiy of using 
U.S. aid as a mean* of-leveragejn 
the short-term is also fhmted, 
since Israel could adapt itself to 
this situation,- 

On the other hand, a reduction 
in Israel's orders, for military ! 
goods horn" U.S. plants- could i 
mean higher unemployment m 
certain sectors of the U^. eco- 
nomy. 

Those Israelis who want the 
Begin government to change its 
course must not took to short- 
term economic- pressure from the 
U.S., but to their own efforts to 
convince the public of the dangers 
they see for Israel and theMiddle 
East. 

This analysis, ft should be str- 
essed. is limited to the short-term 
and does hot deal with the .pot- 
ential effectiveness of. political 
pressure on Israel-. 

In the long run, the picture is, of 
course.' completely different. 1st- fk li 
aers exports are. becoming toss (S’ 
and toss capable of paying for thej ... 
country's- imports, and in due 
time, the resulting debt will bee- 
omc unbearable , if no long-term - 
aid and credits are forthcoming. • 

The U.S; could use economic 
means to try to bend Israel only by 
a continuous and long effort. 

In any- confrontation between 
. Reagan and Begin, it would be 
logical to expect the U.S. to use 
political means unless the Ame- 
rican administration is convinced 
that the confrontation will be a< 
long one and economic pressures* 
have a chance of success. 



Britons tighten braces 
for nuclear arms debate

LONDON — A debate on whe- 
ther Britain should abandon nuc- 
lear weapons is warming up 30 
years after the country exploded 
its first atomic bomb. 

The debate broadened last 
week to involve the established 
church, the Church of England, as 
well as politicians and the peace’ 
movement. 

Political sources say it is causing 
concern to the Conservative Gov- - 
emment of Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, who is deeply 
committed to maintaining a Bri- 
tish nuclear deterrent. 

-Last month the opposition Lab- 
our Party voted overwhelmingly 
for unilateral disarmament, del- 
ighting the peace movement. 

Then on Oct. 18 the Church of 
England provoked instant con- 
troversy by publishing a report 
which advocated complete nuc- 
lear disarmament by Britain. 

One Conservative said in Par- 
liament that the bishops and cle- 
rgy must be overpaid and und- 
erworked if they had time to pro- 
duce such a report. 

Government officials argued 
that unilateral disarmament 
would make multilateral nuclear 
disarmament more difficult. 

Mrs. Thatcher, asked in Par- 
liament on Oct. 19 to comment on 
the report, said that nuclear wea- 
pons were an essential part of Bri- 
tain's security. 

She said: "If there were any 
suggestion of unilateral dis- 
armament tt would threaten the 
peace and security that we have 
enjoyed for 37 years." 

The church report cited two 
reasons for abandoning Britain's 
independent nuclear deterrent: 

— first in the hope of putting 
new life into the non-proliferation 
treaty, by showing that at least one 
of the nuclear powers is prepared 
to take its obligations under this 
instrument seriously. 

— second, to eliminate what we 
feel to be a destabilising element 
in the world situation, Britain’s 
ambiguously separate centre of 
decision-making on the use of nuc- 
lear weapons.” 

Cancel the Trident 

It said Britain should imm- 
ediately cancel the 7.5 billion ste- 
rling ($13.5 billion) order for the 
U.S. Trident submarine missile 
system, which would form part ofr 
the NATO umbrella for Western 
Europe although Britain would 
have ultimate control over it. 

The report said Britain should 
phase out the existing Polaris mis- 
siles and submarines and neg- 
otiate with its allies the removal of 
all other nuclear weapons, inc- 
luding the U.S. cruise missiles due 
to be based here from 1983. 

The Right Reverend John 
Baker, Bishop of Salisbury and 
chairman of the group which 
wrote the report, said he used to 
believe in the government’s policy 
of deterrence. 

He changed his mind during the 
two years he and five colleagues 
researched nuclear weapons and 
considered the ethical imp- 
lications of their use. 

"We do not consider that any 
cause can justify the use of wea- 
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pons of this kind; because by using 
them we .destroy the very values 
we claim to defend.” he said. 

The report recommended that 
Britain remain within NATO and 
play a full role in its defence with 
conventional weapons. 

The church^ like the country at 
large, appears deeply divided on 
the issue of nuclear armaments. 

One recent poll concluded that 40 
per cent of Church of England cle- 
rgy believed Britain should aba- 
ndon nuclear weapons, 49 per 
cent -disagreed and 11 per cent 
werfe undecided. ' - . ' ■" '" ’ 

The churches in Britain were ' 
slow, to debate the issue fully. " 

Bruce Kent, a Catholic priest who >v ' 
leads Britain's Campaign for Nuc- *'*»* *■ 
tear Disarmament (CND), said:— 

"The churches have been pai — 
n fully slow. But we are now seeing 
a great shift forward." 

Churchmen are now more 
prone to question the degree of_ 
official secrecy surrounding nuc- ” 
lear weapons. Bishop Baker, in a 
letter to the London Times last 
week, called for more public inf- 
ormation about British policy -on I 
the use of nuclear weapons. 

Earlier this year Roman Cat- r ** 
holic Archibishops in Scotland, 
where Britain keeps its nuclear- 
armed submarines, said a lack oJ • i; . , . 
information on the Government's 
intentions was perplexing.

Scottish international John 
Wark then completed a one-man 
demolition job with four goals to 
take the tally to six. 

Liverpool's impressive display 


owed much to Kenny Dalglish's 
retum-to form. 

After Mark Lawrenson equ- 
alised in the 19th minute the for- 
mer Scotland captain suddenly 
rediscovered his goal touch. In the 
37th minute he found the back of 
the net for the first time this sea- 
son and, like a lion tasting blood 
after a prolonged vegetarian diet 
notched a superb second six min- 
utes later. 

Liverpool will be hoping Dal- 
glish repeats the magic when they 
try to overturn a 1-0 deficit against 
Finnish guests JK Helsinki in Tue- 
sday's European Cup second 
round second-leg tie. 

Manchester United, without 
injured England skipper Ray Wil- 


kins in midfield, were always str- 
uggling after striker Paul Goddard 
shot West Ham ahead in the 32nd 
minute.

If you feel that Zia 
Mahmood gets an undue 
amount of coverage in this 
column, it is only because the 
flamboyant Pakistani pro- 
vides such excellent copy. 
Here is another example of 
his flair, from an interna- 
tional match between 
P akistan and Poland. 

Despite his good hand, Zia 
decided he had had enough 
when the bidding reached 
two spades. Obviously, he 
could expect little from his 
partner, so to compete to the 
three-level . with such a 
porous suit was inviting 
trouble -even though the 
vulnerability was in his 
favor. True. East-West can- 
make a lucky four hearts, but 


the game is not biddable. 

Although West was look- 
ing at four to five defensive 
tricks in his- own hand, be did 
not rate his defensive pros- 
pects too highly. Since the, 
idea of releasing one of his 
minor-suit aces on opening 

lead was unappetizing, he 
decided that his best chance 
was to attack with his long 
suit. And if he was going to 
lead a heart, why not the 
king? That might even force", 
an entry to his partner's 
hand should East hold the 
queeu. 

When the king of hearts 
won the first trick, it was ob- 
vious who held the ace. The 
rest of the defense was 
automatic. West shifted im- 
mediately to ace of elubs and 
another. Declarer won in his 
hand and tried a sneaky eight 
of trumps, but Zia wasn't 
having any of that. He flew 
up with the ace of trumps. led 
a heart to his partner's ace 
and got a dub ruff in return. 
Then he exited with a heart, 
ruffed by East and overruf- 
fed by South. 

Declarer suddenly found 
himself trapped in his hand 
with no entry to dummy. All 
he could do was draw trumps 
and lead the king of 
diamonds in the hope of 
smothering a bare queen. But 
since West had both diamond 
honors, he was able to win 
the king of diamonds with 
the ace, force out declarer's 
last trump with a heart and 
take the last two tricks with 
the queen of diamonds and a 
long heart for a most satisfy- 
ing three-trick set.

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U.S. hopes economic forecast 
will spur ties with W. Europe 


BRUSSELS (R) — Washington 
hopes the economic upturn for- 
ecast for the United States next 
year will spur a turnaround in tro- 
ubled relations with its European 
allies, a U.S. administration off- 
icial said Friday. 

But in a background briefing for 
reporters the official said that if 
high level talks next month under 
the General Ag reem ent on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) failed there 
could be fresh transatlantic dis-‘ 

putes. 

He declined to forecast a speedy 
end to the row over the Soviet gas 
pipeline, although he said pro- 
gress had been made towards res- 
olving the conflict. 

The official said the Atlantic all- 
iance’s underlying strength had 
weathered recent trade disputes 
over steel, agriculture and the pip- 
eline. 


The forecast economic recovery 
in the U.S., prompting an upturn 
in world trade, would help remove 
many of the short-term trade pro 
blems which have recently bed- 
evilled the alliance. 

As countries pulled out of the 
“synchronised recession" of the 
past few years, many present dif- 
ferences would be settled, he said. 

The official added that many 
Europeans had misunderstood the 
basic aim of U.S. trade sanctions 
against Moscow, which was not to 
engage in economic war against 
the Soviet Union, but to level off 
trade temporarily. 

The strategic, or military, sta- 
bility which had allowed East- 
West ties to expand rapidly in the 
1970s had changed radically by 
1980 after the Soviet military 
build-up.

W. Germans protest 
rising unemployment 

HANOVER. West Germany (R) — About 30,000 West German 
workers took to the streets of Hanover Saturday to protest against 
rapidly rising unemployment. 

The West German trade union federation (DGB) plans a series of 
protests against the economic policies of the new centre-right gov- 
ernment. Last Saturday. 200,000 demonstrators turned out in Dor- 
tmund, Frankfurt and Nuremberg. 

Sharp criticism of the policies of conservative Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl came from DGB officials here. Executive member Mr. Lothar 
Zimmermann told trade unionists that the government was taking 
from the poor but only borrowing from the rich. 

The government’s economic programme includes a delay in state 
pension increases, a rise in value added tax and a compulsory loan to 
the government from the higher-paid. 

Mr. Georg Drescher, head of the DGB in the state of Lower 
^ Saxony, said the government's budget cuts would reduce consumer 
demand and could endanger up to 200,000 jobs. 

West German unemployment is running at 1 .8 million and eco- 
nomists have forecast up to 2.5 million jobless this winter.

This U.S. re-evaluation of its 
relations with Moscow was at the 
core of its dispute with its allies 
over supplies of Western equ- 
ipment for a Soviet pipeline to 
cany gas from Siberia to Western 
Europe. 

The official said recent talks 
between European and U.S. off- 
icials had brought progress, but 
President Reagan would not end 
his embargo on U.S.-made or Lic- 
enced equipment for the pipeline 
until Western Europe agreed a 
package of comparable sanctions. 

The official said such a package, 
now under discussion, would aim 
mainly to tighten credit terms for 
Moscow and to restrict further the 
sale of “sensitive” Western equ- 
ipment to the Communist Bloc. 

American firms, which stand to 
lose around SI billion in pipeline 
contracts, have also been applying 
intense pressure to end the emb- 
argo. 

But the official would not spe- 
culate on whether a deal was pos- 


sible before U.S. congressional 
elections early next month. 

Turning to other trade disputes, 
-the official said it was vital that 
ministerial talks in Geneva next 
month under the auspices of 
GATT succeeded in liberalising 
world trade. 

Preparations for the talks have 
been marred by industrialised nat- 
ions’ apparent reluctance to halt a 
slide into protectionism. 

If the talks failed, the official 
said. Washington might Aid it 
impossible to resist new import 
barriers. European nations would 
thus be denied the benefits of 
American economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, President Reagan 
Friday welcomed the latest sign of 
U.S. economic recovery as “ano- 
ther patch of blue” on the horizon. 

Mr. Reagan, in Utah on the 
final leg of a two-day campaign 
swing through five states, cited 
new government figures as proof 
that his economic policies were 
working to end the current rec- 
ession and that Republicans sho- 
uld be elected on Tuesday. 


Scholars claim oil substitute 

BURLINGTON, Ontario (R) — Canadian scientists say they have 
found and energy source that will never run out and can produce oil — 
sewage. 

Mr. Trevor Bridle at the Burlington Technology Centre which has 
worked on a new method of creating energy from waste, says sewage 
placed in an oxygen-free oven at a temperature of 300 degrees 
Celsius produces an oily, tar-like fluid, condensed from gases given 
off by the reaction in the furnace, and granular, coal-like material. 

After three hours the delicately named sludge-brand fuel can be 
collected and, as technicians at the centre showed, used to start up a 
two-horsepower diesel engine. 

They said the heating process should not be expensive because the 
coal produced from one batch could be used to heat the next ovenful 
of sewage. 

Mr. Bridle said Canada's annual stockpile of sewage could be 
transformed into one million barrels of oil and 250.000 tonnes of 
coal.

Recently the government ann- 
ounced it was approaching the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) for a $1.07 billion loan to 
cover the deficit.

Inflation last month ran at an 
annual rate of 13.85 per cent — 
way above the single figures ach- 
ieved by most of South Africa’s 
major trading partners — and is 
unlikely to fall sharply next year 
according to economists. 

Most predictions see consumer 
prices rising some 1 3 per cent next 
year as cost increases announced 
this year continue to 'feed through 
into the economy. 

Rapid inflation, along with high 
interest rates, lower wage rises, 
shorter working hours, higher 
unemployment and already high 
levels of indebtedness, are all exp- 
ected to pare back consumer exp- 
enditure growth next year. 

Falling demand for cars has alr- 
eady led to lay-offs as production 
is cut back. Sales in September fell 
to 22,125 units from 24,176 in 
August and 23,649 a year ago, and 
economists are predicting the 
market may shrink some 10 per 
cent next year.

in demand for other consumer 
durables, where sales have so far 
been maintained by keen price- 
cutting and a willingness- by con- 
sumers to. dip into savings rather 
than cut back. 

The slump in consumer spe- 
nding is likely to be mirrored by a 
drop in other sectors of domestic 
demand, the economists said. 

In the public sector, con- 
tainment of current and capital 
expenditure is an important ele- 
ment in the government's eco- 
nomic strategy, while for private 
industry, falling orders will force 
postponement of expansion plans 
and high real interest rates will 
lead to a more careful watch over 
inventory levels. 

The economists foresee inv- 
estment foiling some nine percent 
in real terms next year, with gross 
domestic expenditure down bet- 
ween three and five per cent after 
a one per cent drop this year. 

Most retrenchments will come 
in the unskflled and semi-skilled 


areas where nearly all the workers 
are black. 

The economists fear that black 
workers’ grievances may be cha-\_ 
nnelled through the work place — 
where fledgling black unions have 
started to flex their muscles rec- 
ently -- because political par- 
ticipation continues to be denied 
to blacks. 

They noted that South Africa 
needs to keep creating more jobs 
and expanding the economy just 
to cope with the growing black 
population. 

In a speech two years ago. State 
President Marais Viljoen said that 
South Africa had to create 1,500 
jobs a day for the next 20 years for 
blacks alone. 

But the government has given 
clear notice that it has no intention 
of reflating the economy and says 
South Africa’s recovery will have 
to await an upturn in the major 
Western economies. 

The main indicator that appears 
to have turned the comer is the 


balance of payments deficit, which ' 
the economists said was the first 
target of the government’s fin- 
. an rial strategy. 

The day before Finance Min- 
ister Owen Norwood announced 
he was approaching the IMF, off- 
icial figures showed the deficit had 
fallen to an annualised 5.4 billion 
rand ($5.05 billion) in the second 
quarter from 6.89 billion ($6.43 
billion) in the first. 

The rise in the price of gold, 
which accounts for some 50 per 
cent of the country's foreign inc- 
ome, to some $425 an ounce from 
below $300 in June and a red- 
uct ion in imports will have helped. 

And economists now say the 
country may have an overall pay- 
ments surplus next year. 

Such a surplus, if combined with 
a more buoyant U.S. economy, 
offers the prospect of moderate 
economic growth in 1984, the 
economists said.

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an fights to ensure Senate majority 


WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan plans two more appeals to 
American voters over the wee- 
kend to preserve Republican con- 
trol of the senate in next Tuesday’s 
congressional elections. 

Mr. Reagan returned to the 
White House Friday night from a 
trip through five Western states 
which gave him solid support in 
1980 and whose agricultural eco- 
nomies have been lightly affected 
by the recession, compared to the 
rest of the country. 

In Utah he had one piece of 
cheering economic news to ann- 
ounce: A Commerce Department- 
report that the index of leading 
economic indicators rose 0.5 per 
cent in September. 

The president called the report 
“another patch of blue” on the 


economic horizon, saying: “ Pretty 
soon even the diehard doom ped- 
dlers will have to admit 
it-- America is on her way back, 
and we will lead the way out of this 
worldwide recession ” 

His speeches in Wyoming, 
Montana. Nevada, Utah and New 
Mexico urging support of Rep- 
ublican Senate candidates amo- 
unted to a familiar defence of his 
policy of cutting taxes and gov- 
ernment spending to spur private 
investment and production. 

But the president also inserted 
new sections in prepared speeches 
to accuse Democratic Party opp- 
onents of smearing him. 

He said their charges that he 
was intent on destroying the social 
security system were “sheer dem- 
agoguery.*' 


U.S. tells El Salvador 
to better internal record 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Dep- 
loring the murder of some 30,000 
people in El Salvador, U.S. Amb- 
assador Deane Hinton said Sat- 
uday that American aid could be 
"ut off unless the government cur- 
- c ; jed human rights abuses and pro- 
sedated the killersof U.S. citizens. 

In an unusually sharply worded 
speech to the American chamber 
of commerce, Mr. Hinton said 
U.S. citizens had been among 
those murdered — a reference to 
the killing of two advisers to Ei 
Salvador's controversial land ref- 
orm programme last year and four 
American churchwomen in 1980. 

Hc said there was no effective 
system of criminal justice in El 
Salvador, adding that the gov- 
ernment almost never brought to 
trial those who carried out and 
ordered killings. 

"If you're convinced I am tal- 
king about a fundamental and cri- 
tical problem . consider these 
.facts,” he to id a packed meeting. 
“Since 1979. perhaps as many as 
30,000 Salvadoreans have been 


murdered — not killed in battle, 
murdered. 

"Less than 1,500 cases of ‘cri- 
mes against the person* — hom- 
icide, assault, assault and battery

U.S. court 
rules out 
Halloween 
execution 

WASHINGTON (R)— The U.S. 
supreme court has refused to 
allow the Halloween execution of 
a Texan convicted of killing his 
eight-year-old son with a poi- 
soned lollipop during "witches 
night” festivities in 1974. 

Hailooween, the abbreviated 
name for All Hallows Eve. the 
Oct. 31 festival of ghosts, witches 
and demons, is popular with Ame- 
rican children who dress up in cos- 
tumes and go from house to house 
collecting sweets. 

The prosecution at the trial of 
Ronald Clark O' Bryan alleged he 
gave his son cyanide-laced candy 
to collect S20,OGO insurance on 
the boy's life. 

O'Bryan said his son had been 
given the lollipop by a stranger. 

The prosecution said he had 
also tried to kill his daughter to 
collect insurance and tried to kill 
three other children to divert sus- 
picion from himself. 

Houston district Judge Michael 
McSpadden had ordered O'Bryan 
to die on Halloween Sunday, say- 
ing he thought the tuning was app- 
ropriate. But an appeals court 
overturned the execution order 
and the supreme court upheld the 
ruling Friday by eight to one. 

O Brvan would have been the 
first U.S. convict to die by lethal 
injection, the new mode of exe- 
cution in Texas. Traditionally, 
murders have been despatched by 
hanging, the firing squad, tbe gas 
chamber or the electric chair. 

Halloween festivities in recent 
years have been marred by uns- 
uspecting children being given 
poisoned sweets or apples with 
razor blades or needles in them. 

U.S. authorities have urged 
parents to be particularly careful 
about allowing their children to 
accept Halloween treats this year. 


NAIROBI (R) — Ugandan Pre- 
sident Milton Obote has said his 
government did not order the 
expulsion of thousands of Rwa- 
‘ ndan refugees and is prepared to 
' help them return to their homes in 
Uganda. 

In 3 statement broadcast by 
Radio Uganda. Mr. Obote exp- 
ressed regret at the recent flight 
from the country of more than 
30.000 Rwandans who said they 
had been driven from their homes. 

The statement said there was no 
government approval for any upr- 
ooting of Rwandans from their 


homes in Uganda and described . 
the recent events as unfortunate. 

President Obote' s statement 
was contained in a message to a 
special meeting of Uganda's wes- 
tern and southwestern district 
councils at' Mbarara, 300 kil- 
ometres southwest of Kampala. 

The radio said Public Service 
Minister Wilson Okwenje, who 
took part earlier this week in talks 
with Rwandan officials on the ref- 
ugee crisis, delivered President 
Obote* s statement. 

The message instructed district 
councillors to tell their people that 


Uganda's constitution provides 
full protection and freedom for all 
residents, regardless of their nat- 
ionality. 

It also directed each council to 
identify refugees forced from their 
homes and help them to return if 
they wish to do so. 

Some of the Rwandans who 
recently fled say they had lived in 
Uganda for more than 20 years. 

The Uganda government has 
said that some of the refugees fled 
in panic after being accused of kil- 
ling three Ugandans who were 
trying to trace stolen cattle. 


More mass graves reported in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — A sec- 
ond Buenos Aires cemetery con- 
tains unmarked graves of people 
killed by the armed forces, an 
Argentine mayor has said. 

Abel Bias Roman, mayor of the 
.satellite town of La Plata, was 
quoted by the newspaper La Mac- 
ion as saying an unspecified num- 
ber of people killed in the armed 
forces’ “dirty war" against leftist 


guerrillas were among 295 uni- 
dentified persons buried in the 
municipal cemetery from 1976 to 
1979. 

It followed a statement by a 
judge Friday that records at 
Grand Bouig cemetery in Buenos 
Aires showed 156 unidentified 
people had been buried there 
since 1976. of whom 31 were fis- 


ted as having been killed ‘in com- 
bat with the security forces.' 

Judge Hugo Gandara gave the 
information in a statement exp- 
laining his decision to pass the case 
to the federal justice department. 

Several human rights groups 
initiated the judicial investigation 
last Friday, saying the unmarked 
sector contained the graves of 
about 400 people. 


Reagan rules out ‘quick-fix’ economic solutions 


WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan Saturday rejected Dem- 
ocratic pleas to attack une- 
mployment with a new economic 
programme, sating present pol- 
icies were already pulling the nat- 
ion out of recession. 

In his regular Saturday aft- 
ernoon radio broadcast, the las: 
before next Tuesday's con- 
gressional elections, Mr. Reagan 
blamed the recession on past 
democratic administrations and 
said he was not going to adopt 

“quick-fix" solutions which would 
only boost infiaticn. 

Mr. Reagan's broadcast took 
the form of a nepiy to a letter from 
Democratic Senator Donaid Ris- . 
gle. whose state of Michigan has 
been particularly hard hit by une- 
mployment in the car industry. 

Senator Riegfe said Mr. Reagan 
should change his economic 


programme— the major campaign 
issue— before ir triggered more 
“destruction and human suf- 
fering.” 

The president said his policies 
had been in effect only 1 3 months, 
following a major tax cut, and 
were already showing results in 
combating inflation and high int- 
erest rates. 

He said his administration had 
given Americans their first real tax 
cut since the time of President 
John Kennedy. 

President Reagan said the pre- 
sent 10.1 per cent unemployment 
rate would be reduced by his new 
programme to train workers for 
many existing vacancies in skilled 
trades. 

The president turned down Mr. 
Riegie's call for a major public 
works programme to provide jobs, 
saying similar schemes had foiled 


in the past seven recessions. 

He commented: “All we got 
from that spending was a tem- 
poraiy quick fix. followed by more 
inflation and then another rec- 
ession, usually' deeper than the 
one before.” 

Mr. Reagan was also challenged 
by Democratic Senator Edward 
Kennedy, who urged Americans 
to ask themselves before voting: 
“Are you better off today than 
you were two years ago?” 

He said in a pre-election radio 
address there were too few Dem- 
ocrats m Congress to fight the pre- 
sident’s economic policies, which 
favoured the rich at the expense of 
the poor. 

Senator Kennedy added that a 
democratic vote meant support 
for a nuclear weapons freeze and 
equal rights for women and min- 
orities -

Nuclear freeze issue 

WASHINGTON (R) — In the 
final days of the campaign for 
Tuesday’s U.S. elections, tbe 
Reagan administration has ste- 
pped up efforts to defeat res- 
olutions supporting a freeze on 
building, testing and deploying 
new nuclear weapons. 

Voters in the congressional and 
state elections wifi have an opp- 
ortunity to vote on the resolutions 
in nine states and 30 cities and 
counties, according to Randy Kee- 
ler, national coordinator of the 
nuclear weapons freeze campaign . 

Hundreds of city and town cou- 
ncils have already adopted such 


resolutions, which urge a nuclear 
freeze but impose no obligations 
on President Reagan. 

A similar resolution was def- 
eated in the House of Rep- 
resentatives by only two votes ear- 
lier this year. 

' Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger denounced the freeze as a 
dangerous idea in a news con- 
ference at tbe pentagon this week. 

A conservative pressure group, 
the American Security Council 
Foundation, has shown an anti- 
freeze film in 40 states. The film, 
called Countdown for America, 
contains an interview with Mr. 
Weinberger who says tbe Soviet 
Union wants a nuclear freeze bec- 
ause it would give Moscow per- 
manent nuclear superiority.

Australian trial ends 


Obote says Rwandans were not expelled 


DARWIN. Australia (R) — Mic- 
hael Chamberlain, who saw his 
pregnant wife jailed for life for 
murdering their infant daughter, 
walked from court a free man Sat- 
urday after being given a sus- 
pended sentence. 

It was the final twist to a 
seven-week court drama in which 
tile couple claimed that a dingo 
(wild dog) probably killed the 
child, whose body was never 
found. 

Mrs. Lindy Chamberlain, 34. 
due to give birth in two weeks, 
went into a tiny and solitary cell in 
Darwin’s Berrimah jail Friday to 
serve a life sentence with hard 
labour. 

She was found guilty of mur- 
dering nine-week-old Azaria 
Chamberlain by cutting her throat 
in the family car during a camping 
holiday in Aug. 1980, at Ayers 
Rock in the Australian outback. 

Saturday her 38-year-old hus- 
band, a Seventh Day Adventist 
pastor, was given a suspended sen- 
tence of 18 months hard labour 
and placed on a three-year good 
behaviour bond of 500 dollars 
(S540). He broke down in tears 
after judge James Muirhead sen- 
tenced lum and then said: “You 
may be released forthwith.” 

Defence counsel had told the 
court that life for the Cha- 
mberlains' other two children, 
boys aged six and nine, would be 


intolerable if both parents were 
jailed. 

What the press called Aus- 
tralia's murder case of the century 
began with a cry from Mrs. Cha- 
mberlain which startled Campers 
at the Ayers Rock beauty 
spot—" My God, the dingo has got 
my baby.” 

An immediate search by most of 
the 300 people at the site foiled to 
find any trace of a dingo or the 
infant, but a week later Azaria's 
clothing was found four kil- 
ometres away at the base of the 
rock. 

At a televised inquest in Feb- 
ruary, 1981, Coroner Denis Bar- 
rttfs finding was that Azaria had 
been attacked by a dingo and nei- 
ther parent was responsible. 

Northern territory Chief Min- 
ister Paul Everinghara then ord- 
ered police to reopen the inv- 
estigation to take in new forensic 
evidence and in November last 
year Mr. Barritt' s findings were 
quashed. 

Now the trial is over and the 
verdicts are in, but many key ele- 
ments remain unravelled in the 
mystery which has gripped Aus- 
tralia's imagination for more than 
two years. 

Azaria's body has never been 
traced, no one saw her disappear, 
and prosecutors admitted from 
the outset of the trial that they 
could provide no motive for mur- 
der. 


MADRID (R) — As Spain pre- 
pared for its first papal visit Sun- 
day, Spanish politicians took time 
off Saturday after a general ele- 
ction which swept the Socialists to 
power. 

Prime Minister-elect Felipe 
Gonzalez, whose party became 
the first to win an absolute maj- 
ority in parliament in post-Franco 
Spam, was out of Madrid. 

Manuel Fraga went hunting to 
celebrate the emergence of his 
right-wing Popular Alliance Party 
as the country’s second force. 

Meanwhile, the Socialist Party 
prepared for the task of forming a 
government. The party's exe- 
cutive committee will meet on 
Tuesday to analyse the results of 
Thursday's election and name 
candidates as congress and senate 
speakers. 

Parliament will convene within 
25 days of the election, but pro- 


cedural delays make Dec. 2 the 
earliest date for the new gov- 
ernment 'lo take office. 

Pope John Paul will start his 
1 0-day tour of Spain Sunday with 
a Madrid airport welcome from 
King Juan Carlos and the outgoing 
cabinet 

Socialist sources said Mr. Gon- 
zalez would return to Madrid on 
Monday to oversee the handover 
of power from the outgoing gov- 
ernment He met Mr. Calvo Sot- 
elo Friday night for 90 minutes 
after a cabinet meeting reviewed 
tbe results of the election, and will 
meet him again next week. 

In the only serious incident rep- 
orted following the election, sus- 
pected separatist guerrillas fired 
an anti- lank grenade at a Civil 
Guard barracks in the Basque port 
of Pasajes early Sunday. Police 
said the grenade missed and did 
not explode. 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Car man- 
ufacturer John de Lorean walked 
out of a Los Angeles prison Friday 
night, free on bail of $10 million, 
only to find himself in a three- 
vehrcJe traffic accident. 

De Lorean's fashion model 
wife, Christina Ferrare, hugged 
and kissed her smiling husband as 
the prison gates clanged behind 
him after he had spent 10 days in 
custody on a drug conspiracy cha- 
rge. 

“I just want to get him home. I 
am so pleased he is getting out,” 
Miss Ferrare said shortly before 
she was reunited with her hus- 
band. 

They sped away from Terminal 
Island prison in a black Jaguar — 
only to come to a halt soon aft- 
erwards in a collision involving a 
van and another car. police said. 

No one was hurt and a shaken 
De Lorean and his wife, who was. 
in tears, quickly changed cars and 
drove on to an undisclosed des- 
tination, police added. 

Only hours before his release, 
his bail was doubled from $5 mil- 
lion by a magistrate and a grand 
jury returned an indictment acc- 
using him on nine counts of vio- 


lating U.S. drug laws. 

If found guilty on all counts, he 
could be sentenced to a maximum 
* of 72 years imprisonment. 

Defence lawyers raced between 
magistrate's courts and gov- 
ernment bail offices with tbe nec- 
essary documents to secure the 
release of Mr. De Lorean, who 
was arrested on the day the British 
government announced it was do- 
sing his factory in Belfast Nor- 
thern Ireland. 

U.S. Magristrate Venetta Tas- 
sopulos finally approved the bail 
agreement at a brief hearing and 
ordered the release of Mr. De 
Lorean in time to prevent him 
spending a second week-end sha- 
ring a prison cell with another pri- 
soner: 

Mr. De Lorean had to put up 
$250,000 in cash. The remainder 
of the bail was secured with three: 
of his properties. 

The indictment by the grand 
jury, a group of private- citizens 
who decide whether there is a case 
to answer, alleged a co-accused, 
William Hetrick, agreed to obtain 
a large quantity of cocaine from 
Colombia and arrange for it to be 
transported to Los Angeles. 


Shultz: ‘Plenty of problems in the Middle East’ 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The following are excerpts from U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz’ Middle East remarks' to Canadian journalists in 
Ottawa Oct. 25: 

Question: The Middle East has been desperately volatile all spring 
and summer and is likely to continue that way. You may not be able 
to comment too much, but, can you tell us -- give us some insight as to 
how you think -- how you hope things are going to develop in 
resolving the serious problems that exist there? 

Answer; There are plenty of problems in the Middle East, and we 
shouldn’t forget that there is a war on between Iraq and Iran. When 
you say Middle East, you are probably thinking about the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in Lebanon and so on: but I remind you that there is 
that problem, and it has a lot of repercussions to it-But, swinging over 
from that and in the Middle East — l don’t know whether you include 
Afghanistan and that set of problems and the implications for what 
surrounds the Gulf, but I just pm those markers out there in case you 
think I've forgotten about them. But, as far as Lebanon is concerned 
I will comment on that first. 

We had a very good visit with Amin Geraayel last week. And, of 
course, we have been working with the Lebanese and others to help 
get the foreign forces out of Lebanon and help the government take 
control — put together a reconciliation of the various confessional 
groups in Lebanon and start the process of rebuilding and rec- 
onstructing their culture and economy and life. 

Among the things that Amin Gemayel is very conscious of and 
talked about a lot, was the importance of the basic peace process. 
And if you think about it for a second, if s easy to see why — because 
of all the countries in the Middle East that have been hit hard by tbe 
lack of a solution to the Palestinian problem and tbe conflict resulting 
from it, Lebanon has been tbe one that’s been hurt the most. Almost 
an innocent bystander. But they have been clobbered by all of that 
Going way back for almost ten years now. 

So, he has and feels a great stake in the peace process and was quite 
forthcoming in the strength of bis support for President Reagan's 
initiatives. Now. the interest in the peace process is very much 3ive. 
•The visit that we had in W ashington on Friday from King Hassan as a 
leader of an Arab League delegation that included a complete spe- 
ctrum of views in the Arab World was evidence of that and I would 
say the over-all result of that meeting was a constructive one. and it - 
was evidence that on the Arab side they are very much interested in 
peace. 

We're always being asked about our strategy and what sort of 
leverage are we going to be using as whatever help we can give in 
bringing about a peaceful situation. Hie president, though, puts up 
front in that the big lever is peace. If you've lived in an area that has 
seen lots of war. seen lots of bloodshed and the ravishing of tbe 
.countryside, and you live in that atmosphere all the time, the pos- 
sibility of peace is a big thing. We’re so accustomed to it here in 
Canada and the United" States that we take it for granted like air. 

But, if you live out there you don’t take it for granted and youthink 
that if there’s a possibility of that it's just terrific. So, that we count on 
as the big objective and the more we can get that possibility up into 
people's minds and consciousness, the better chance, I think, we'll 
have of people being willing to make the compromises and take the 
chances and risks that they have to take if a peaceful resolution is to 
emerge. 

Question: You responded that King Hassan did not say the Arab 
countries were prepared to recognise Israel, but only if Israel would 
move the boundaries would they recognise Israel. 

Answer: Well, what people's perception of movement is, is always an 
interesting one. 1 think in the eyes of the Arabs; they have moved 
.dramatically. That is, they’ve come together, they were all there at 
once, and King Hassan spoke of co-existence, he spoke of Resolution 
242, 338, the president’s peace initiative, and the Fez initiative as 
' being the basis for peace. So, I don't know what other implication you 
can draw then that the Arabs accept the fact that Israel is there and 
that's a permanent part of the region. Now, the effortis to figure out 
how to make an arrangement that is peaceful with Israel. So, as they 
see it, they made a lot of movement and they have. 

Ques ti on: Do you foresee some time when Mr. Reagan's plan will be 
different to what is on the table? 

Answer; What we are working for is the emergence of another Arab 
leader. King Hussein, to join President Mubarak, ourselves and Mr. 
Begin in a discussion — bargaining you might say — negotiation. The 


Arabs pointed out that in the end ir's veiy difficult for anyone other 
than someone with a label “ Palestinian” on him to make concessions 
on behalf of Palestinians. Just as I'm sure it's true that somehow 
people think that the U.S. can speak for Israel. That is not true at all. 
Only Israel can make bargains on behalf of Israel properly. Just as no 
one can make bargains on behalf of Canada except Canadians — or 
the U.S. except the U.S. that’s part of life. So, how you construct a 
Palestinian association with King Hussein is something he’s str- 
uggling with. 

It is worth pointing out that in the Camp David accord it is 
expressedly foreseen that there would be at the bargaining table 
representatives of Jordan and the Palestinians. That’s right in there. 
So, this not some far off pome at all, but it is getting people into that 
negotiating context that's the key, and the president has set out 
positions that the United States will take in that negotiation. Other 
people, obviously, have announced other positions that they’ll take. 

Generally speaking, if you don’t have different positions around, 
there’s no need for a negotiation. That's what you talk about. Now, l 
think it is being missed by many that the process envisaged is kind of a 
two-stage one. 

Stage one, where interim or transition arrangements are est- 
ablished. And stage two. where a final status is arrived at. The widely 
varying positions that have been set out are all about final status. But, 

I think it may well be possible to work out transition arrangements 
that really provide a better situation for the Palestinian people of the 
West Bank &nd Gaza, and give a chance for that situation to mature a 
little bit and probably be helpful in thinking about what will work in 
final status. 

Question: When the Reagan peace plan came out. sir, Mark Mac- 
Guigan, at that point was the minister of external affairs. He said he 
was very supportive of the plan, with one possible exception and that 
is that Canada does not exclude the possibility of an independent 
Palestinian state. What are the administration's objections to full 
self-determination on the West Bank of Gaza? 

Answer: Well, self-determination and fall self-determination — 
those are tricky concepts. We’re always having it pm to us — isn’t the 
United States for self-determination, and how can you be against 
self-determination everywhere, and so on. Welt we had a civil war in 
the United States upon self-determination, and we think that there- 
are constraints upon that. Certainly you have self-determination 
within some frarakework. So. I don't think there’s any logical inc- 
onsistency in the position we've taken. I think it is a question of 
whether that strip of land called the West Bank and the disconnected 
other parts of land called the Gaza Strip can somehow constitute a 
country and be able to have the kind of capability that you think a 
country ought well to have- So, that, on the economic side, is one 
point. Second, I think there is a concern — legitimate concern, 
considering all the background and statements made by the PLO. in 
, Israel about that it would mean to have a unit with that much hostility 
established as an independent state on its border. Wbat would be its 
objective? So, Israel has taken the position that it won' t go along with 
that. 

Then, ft seems as though there are better alternatives. The West- 
Bank has been and to a certain extent is now associated with Jordan. 
Jordanian law still applies as a general proposition there. There is a 
tremendous amount of movement of people and goods between 
Jordan and the West Bank. There’s a natural economic unity there. 
So, we - the president has put forward the idea of the West Bank 
having a capacity for self-government as a province here would, or I 
don't want to try to define the precise way in which that would take 
place but in association with Jordan - and also you would expect 
there to be a free flow of goods and people with Israel. And you 
would have something that could work, and on the one hand, not 
constitute a potential destablising force. On the other, an economic 
entity that could operate well. At the same time, I think it’s important 
that there be something that Palestinians can identify with. It’s not 
only the people who live in the West Bank and Gaza that you have to 
hsvp in your mind, but Palestinians who live elsewhere who ess- 
entially have no passport and no identity and something needs to be 
-created that will provide that for them. I think it could be done' that 
way. 

Question: Mr. secretary, you - 

Answer: ‘Tin always fascinated by the fact that no matter where you 
are and what the subject matter starts out with these days you wind 
up in the Middle East.”

Solzhenitsyn’s epic 
chronicle on Russian ■ 
revolution complete 

NEW YORK (R) — Alexander- 
Solzhenitsyn has completed his ■ 
long awaited multi-volume chr- i 
onicle of the Russian revolution 
that he has been working on for 
more than a decade in exile, his 
wife said. At a rare meeting with 
reporters, Mrs. Natalia Sol- 
zhenitsyn said the work, entitled 
Red Wheel, will be published as 
soon as its eight new volumes have 
been translated. The first volume 
of his chronicle August 1914 app- 
eared in 1972 and was the last 
major novel to be issued by the 
Nobel Prize-winning author. Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn said the world would 
be surprised by her husband s inv- 
ention of what she called, without 
explaining, “a new literary tec- 
hnique.”
